sciitcd a report " reconmientlini; that one uni- 
form eystem shall be cslabl ished for llis whole 
eolcmy, nnd thai an adlierence to that system 
should be made the indispensable eondition 
under viiuch alone public aidahalljbe emntcd." 
lite phm TccoroTaendcd to tlie Council is "Lord 
JStajlley's system of education," commonly 
called the Irish syjtCB , managed hy a Board of 
Commissioners, under whic It it is assumed that 
'■ the present denominational school 1 may plica 
themselves without the sliEhlesl surrender 01 
principle." This the Comniiiteo sncaider iobn 
" the onlv jilun snllicieally eoinurcheiiftlve to 
include 1'rolcslnnl and flatliolic.'' Whether it 
will also include the Uhuich of England, which 
is both Froltstant and (JntholiCi will demand 
oiirsotioufl esttuni nation. The great reeont- 
mondstion of this system, according .10 tlte re- 
prescnlotionof its supporLcrs. I linvo _ nlivnya 
I understood to be, thnt it proposed to biiti^, and 
I did succeed in bringing, children o( all lehgioiia 
I porsoaslflits together into one &chool r to bo 
[ educated hy scenliir nnd literary instruction, 
while it enabled nil to obluiu separate religiuua 
instruction, and secured all flgainaL being pre- 
sent ot, or inking part iu, any religions leash- 
ing which their parents or guardians did not 
approve of. To accomplish this, the system was 
devised which is explained ill Mr. [now I^jrd) 
Stanley's letter to the Duke of Leiuster, dated 
October, 1831. These arc the terms:— "The 
schools will be kept open four or live days in 
each -week for literary education only, anil The 
rcinnininn; one or two days la be set nparl for 
giving separately aireh religious illllruclinil to 
the children, ns niny lie ap|ltovcd of by tlio 
clergy of their respective pciaunitniis. Ino 
CoiiiniissitmeiB will esereisc Ihu most 
cnlire control over idl the boohs to 
be used in the schools, whether 111 Hid 
combined moral nnd literary or separate reli- 
gious instruction ; none to be employed in llio 
hrst eveopt under the sanction of the Hoard, 
nor in the latter (or Separate rolieious depart- 
ment) bul with tlin approbation of tliose mem- 
bers of llto Eoard Tho are of the same religious 
persuasion for whoso use they are intended," 
It is unnecessary to quote more. These en- 
tracts contain the substance of the design ; nil
